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Why Feebleness Is not In Brery Ofue th» 


Necessity of Old Age. 


Tlio desire for a long life seems to be 


a part of the instinct of humanity. 
Sometimes it does not seem to bo at all 
modified by tho prospect of continuous 
and severe suffering. But in the do- 
sira of n long life we surely should In* 
elude the desire for a healthy life. The 
question of how to live in a physical 
sense, therefore, becomes a subject for 
e ireful study. It is all the more im- 
portant because the conditions change 
with the change of age. It will not |o 
to apply the methods ol infancy or of 
early life to middle life and old age. 


The great inclination of youth is to 


exoroise. The free use of the body up 
to tho extent of its powers is not only 
tho means of acquiring more power, 
but ot lotaining what we have. So wo 
arc to insist upon it that all through 
the growing 
period of 
• life 
the 


law of activity prevails. There is no 
substitute for it. This tends to pro- 
long the period of growth. Some have 
contended that tho Ipnger this period 
can be made the more likely is long 
hfo to be scoured. Animals that live 
long are generally slowest in reaching 
their fullest perfection. Food at the 
etily periods needs to have special 
reference to construction. Hence it is 
that milk and eggs and all tho various 
foods are relished in quantities. In 
childhood, the healthy appetite ac- 
cepts all of the various forms of food. 
'Jheio is growth, energy and much 
constructive force, and so all of the 
food elements are needed. Later on, 
Ihc person, it wise, comes to study 
food and exeicise with reference to tho 
kind of exertion that is to be putforth. 


The in-door life, oven if it be one of 


toil, must not be dealt with as is the 
out-door lifo. 
Sedentary callings must 


have some relief by exercise in the open 
an if the same food supply is used. 
Now is the time to study the tendency 
of Uie system. If it is to leanness on 
the one hand, or plethora on tho other, 
the fact should govern the diet There 
mo some senses in which tho adage is 
ti no that a man is either a fool or his 
own doctor at forty. 
By this time he 


has come to Appreciate some laws of 
his own constitution, and to have some 
expeiienco as to his tendencies. If 
iindei good self-control, he will heed 
these lessons. Not unlikely he will 
need to consult, now and then, the stu- 
dent of disease, but he does it to ob- 
luin his opinion on the basis of his 
own experience. He takes him into 
consultation over his life, in order that 
ho may be helped in deductions thero- 
fiom. 
The law of pliability or adjust- 


n cut must ba studied and practiced by 
himself. 


Most of those who die between 


twentj-five and sixty, unless they die 
by accident, die by some indiscretion. 
It is tho ovor-indulgenco of appetite, 
01 the neglect of food when needed, or 
Hie overstrain of business, or exposure 
(o changes of temperature without 
corresponding changes of clothing. 
Most people of these ages are con- 
scious of the error after it has been 
made, or others are conscious of it for 
them. 
Without undue captionsness 


we can note changed conditions and 
adapt ourselves thereto. 
Multitudes 


die prematurely by reason of an indis- 
ciotion which might have been easily 
avoided. It is intelligent caution that 
svvcs sickness, and this caution ought 
to 1 o in possession and exercise bofoio 
mid llo life. It is so much easier to 
pi event seiious sickness than it is to 
sccuie recovery from it. Hence it 
is that so many that are deficient in 
vigor in early life outlive tho vigoious 
and tho careless. 
Necessity compels 


them to study their changing condi- 
tions of health, and so teaches them 
the benefits of adaptivencss to condi- 
tions and cncumstanccs. 


After middle life it is always to bo 


recognized that a process of degenera- 
tion has begun, The tissues are less 
flexible and less easily nourished. 
Organs have not the activity of jouth. 
Some of them have become nioro or 
less impaiiod. The safety ism iccog- 
nizing the facts and treating thorn ac- 
coulmgly. It is wondeiful how the 
system often bears up under tho 
partial disability of an organ 01 a 
pait if there is adaptation to its weak- 
ness, and some compensation theiofoi. 
In a state of inability each organ tends 
to give to some other a helpliig hand 
They will be workors for each other if 
only wo are co-workers. Tho enlarged 
heart freed from 
excitements and 


fatigue lasts a score of years 
Tlio 


weak stomach acrepts the substituted 
digestion of the rest of tho digestive 
tract or tho outside digestion wliieli 
chemistry offers. Even old age tends 
to last 
The natural degeneration ol 


tissues or vessels is [too often hui ried 
forward by spells of undue exeition 
or by too constant repose, while good 
food is needed moro and frequently 
than in middle life, there is oltcn or- 
lor m the over-use of concentiatod 
foods. There must bo adaptation to 
our mo re retired and quiet life. 
It is 


thus that feebleness is not always tho 
necessity of ago. 
The equable life 


makes the old person a comfort to 
himself and an example of healthful 
prudence to his friends.—N. T. Inde- 
pendent.

Absurd Prohibition 


Chicago Trttmme. < 


In trying to escape fn>4 the tree 


whisky

convention the Prohibitionists.in>arions 
rarts of the country find themselves in a 
•ather curious political predicament. 
Thus at the Connecticut Prohibition Coa- 
vention at Hartford Wednesday a plank 
was inserted in the State platform de- 
manding "the abolition of the internal 
revenue taxes by the immediate prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic." The absurdity 
of such a plank must be .apparent to 
every intelligent Prohibitionist. Imme- 
diate prohibition ia impossible. Prohi- 
bition can only be brought about by an 
amendment to the Federal Constitution 
which would prevent the sale and manu- 
facture of liquor. It requires a two- 
thirds vote in each branch of Congress 
to submit such an amendment to a vote 
of the States. Thereafter the approval 
of the amendment by the Legislatures of 
three-fourths of the States (that is, of 
twenty-nine of the present States) would 
be necessary for its adoption. 


It will be many years before the Pro- 


tiibitioniats can obtain the consent of 
Congress necessary for the submission ot 
the prohibitory amendment. The Dem- 
ocrats in Congress, though many of 
whom owe their election to the Prohibi- 
tionists, will vote almost solidly against 
such an amendment, which would hardly 
receive the snpport of more than half the 
Republican members in the House and 
perhaps not quite half the Republican 
votes in the Senate. If after a dozen 
years of agitation on the subject the 
Prohibitionists succeeded in having the 
amendment submitted there is hardly a 
remote possibility of its adoption within 
the present generation. 


The Southern Democrats would op- 


pose such amendment us an invasion of 
Stiite rights. The Northern Democrats, 
reinforced by the .whole liquor element 
of the country and 80 or 90 per cent of 
the foreign vote, would oppose it. The 
wine-growing State of California and the 
Bister States of the Pacific coast would 
be dead against ir. It would require, in 
addition to the nineteen other Northern 
States, ten Southern States to carry the 
amendment. Is there the remotest pos- 
sibility that the consent of ten Southern 
States can be obtained, or that nineteen 
Northern States, including New York, 
would agree to it? The proposal of the 
Connecticut Prohibitionists for the "im- 
mediate abolition .of the internal revenue 
by the immediate prohibition of the 
liquor traffic" is the wildest absurdity. 
Tbe Connecticut platform-makers were 
driven to it by their desire to escape 
from the monstrous proposal to repeal 
tbo internal revenue laws immediately 
and unconditionally, thus establishing 
free whisky and trusting to time for the 
prohibition of tbe traffic. 


Against the Third Party. 


Susan B. Anthony in an interview: 


"We Lave a few supporters on the Dem- 
ocratic side in the House, but nonein the 
Senate. This, is because tbe majority 
of Democrats in Congress are Sonthern- 
eJs, and it is rarely that you find a South- 
erner favoring woman's suffrage. At tbe 
last vote taken in the Senate we had six- 
teen Republican votes, and nine were 
paired in onr favor. Now it would be 
suicidal for us to do anything to defeat 
these twenty-five or twenty-six men who 
voted for m 
For this reason I am op- 


posed to a third party, although I am a 
prohibitionist. A third party, no matter 
how just its course or how true its prin- 
ciples, can have no other effect than tbe 
defeat of the Republicans for years to 
come. The Republicans should be given 
majorities large enough to justify them 
in carrying out the temperance and suf- 
frage reforms without fear ot a defeat at 
t,bo polls."

HaaMBtlns Compounds V«ed IB Bntland 
Kot Many Centuries Ago. 


Various portions of the anatomy of 


various animals powdered did former 
generations have to swallow. Even 
brick oil was utilized as a specific, 
bricks being pulverized when red hot 
and soaked in oil, while vipers dried 
in powder and soaked in warm sherry

Bees powdered were recommended 


in kidney cases, ants similarly treated 
in brain cases, and woodlico in dropsy 
and nervous disorders. 


Another formula was made from the 


claws of crabs and oyster-shells pound- 
ed, which was said to be a sovereign 
remedy for dyspepsia.

formed very popular treatment, and in 
some districts arc so still.
